LADY’S MAID: A MAN’S WORK: When 
J. Yancey Christmas, most voluble member of 
Upper Marlboro’s horse-wise Christmas family, 
takes the floor, he speaks with all the calm 
deliberation of a hell-fire and brimstone 
preacher. To attempt to give the colorful and 
sometimes caustic Prince Georgian anything but 
your undivided attention at such times is sheer 
folly. 

Yancey wastes not a word making his point, 
gives his woebegone adversary no time for 
rebuttal. 

He was bending a trainer colleague’s ear en 
route to Baltimore from Delaware Park re¬ 
cently. And for once he didn’t have his needle 
in work, probably because Lady’s Maid, which 
he trains for Mrs. George Brown, Jr., had hung 
a close decision on a colt trained by his driving 
companion not long before. 

Pulling down his glasses over the bridge of 
his nose, and scratching his neck, he pronounced 
with unbecoming solemnity, "This (Lady’s 
Maid) is a real good filly—might even be the 
best horse I ever had.” The other trainer, too 
young to recall the hard-hitting "Rough” horses 
Yancy had brought out of the tobacco country, 
weighed these words carefully. 

Older and more seasoned horsemen had heard 
Yancey make similar statements about the 
Brown filly. Most nodded politely and let them 
pass. 

When Yancey, whose gruff demeanor is 
nothing more than a thin veneer soluble in 
friendship, put Lady’s Maid in the Kent Stakes 
at Delaware Park, June 11, most of those of a 
speculative nature were inclined to think that 
Christmas was whistling in Dixie. As the only 
filly in the field of six, Lady’s Maid was per¬ 
mitted to go off as the longest-priced chance 
(23.30 to 1) in the 1 1/16-mile race. 

She whistled a tune, all right, and it wasn’t 
Dixie. 

Breaking on top from her No. 2 post posi¬ 
tion, Lady’s Maid quickly opened up on her 
rivals, held a commanding four-length advan¬ 
tage after going a half mile, and fought on well 
when put to a drive. Llangollen Farm’s Divine 
Comedy, fourth in the Preakness in his last start, 
made a run at the filly swinging down the back¬ 
side, but was shaken off. He charged her again 
in the lane but could not pass upon flanking 
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her. Lady’s Maid, with Jockey Bobby Corle up, 
passed under the wire with three-quarters of a 
length to the good. Her time—1:41 4/5—was 
two-fifths faster than the distance had ever 
been run at Delaware Park. 

There was an added measure of satisfaction 
in the filly’s $48.60-for-$2 victory, for in fourth 
place was Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s Idolater, hero 
of Laurel’s Maryland Futurity at Lady’s Maid’s 
expense. 

The Kent triumph was worth a net $21,350 to 
Mrs. George Brown, Jr., who bred and owns 
the three-year-old daughter of Prophets Thumb 
—Mermaid, by * Blenheim II. The filly was 
foaled March 15, 1957 at Mrs. Brown’s Strontia 
Farm, on Greenspring Avenue, in Brookland- 
ville. One-hundred acre Strontia, where the 
Maryland Derby winner Mickey Boy was foaled 
a few years ago, takes its name from the chemi¬ 
cal found in the springs on the century-old 
farm. 

Mrs. Brown, whose sportsman-steward hus¬ 
band died at the age of 76 in October, 1956, 
sold Mermaid, dam of Lady’s Maid, to Mr. and 
Mrs. Harry A. Love in May, 1958. At the time 
of sale, Mermaid was in foal to Colonel Mike 
and had a Loser Weeper colt at her side. For 
the Loves, of Cockeysville, the roomy half sister 
to mighty Citation has produced two foals: a 
bay filly by Colonel Mike which is to be sold at 
Saratoga, Wednesday night, August 10, as part 
of the five-yearling consignment from The 
Addition; and a Decathlon suckling. The mare 
is barren this year. 

With the sale of Mermaid, Mrs. Brown re¬ 
tired from active ranks of horse breeders after 
an association which traces back to the 1920’s. 
But once Lady’s Maid is retired from competi¬ 
tion it would seem that she has a future as a 
matron awaiting her at Strontia. 

As a two-year-old, Lady’s Maid won three 
of her first four starts, losing only to Graphic 
Aid on a muddy track at Pimlico last December. 
She was weighted at 104 pounds on the Experi¬ 
mental Handicap. 

Making her sophomore bow in the Prince 
George’s Stakes at Bowie in late March, she was 
fifth, beaten less than three lengths by Noops. 
Her two victories this season have been in a 
seven-furlong allowance race (beating colts) at 
Laurel, and the Kent, in which she handled

stakes-winning males with disdain. Following 
the Kent her record read: 12 starts, 5 wins, 2 
seconds, 1 third, and $37,410. She is the fourth 
winner from the six foals Mermaid has had to 
race. 

SAGAMORE BRAVES: The Sagamore Farm 
foals of 1958, believed by some observers to be 
the best in the farm’s history, or at least since 
the truly fabulous crop of 1950 (200-odd vic¬ 
tories and more than $2,700,000 in purses) are 
beginning to show signs of the promise ex¬ 
pected of them. Thirteen of the 19 colts and 
fillies in the crop are Maryland-bred, auguring 
well for the state’s position among the nation’s 
leading production centers. 

Of the Vanderbilt colts to appear thus far, 
Table Hopper, a gray son of Native Dancer— 
Buffet Supper, has been the most impressive. 
A truly handsome son of the now almost-white 
Native Dancer, Table Hopper is rated by some 
respected authorities as the most likely looking 
youngster to appear in New York this year, and 
this covers considerable ground when one pon¬ 
ders the potentialities of the promising Globe- 
master, Hail to Reason and Iron Rail which 
already have been introduced to the New York 
fans. 

Table Hopper made an auspicious debut, 
winning by five lengths under Bill Hartack on 


June 6 at Belmont Park. Twelve days later he 
outfinished J. M. Roebling’s flashy Ranger in a 
style that reminded Jimmy Kilroe of Native 
Dancer’s victory over Straight Face in the 
Metropolitan Handicap. Table Hopper, the fifth 
Native Dancer two-year-old to win this year, 
was foaled February 25, at Sagamore. 

The other Maryland-bred juveniles in the 
Vanderbilt barn are Arabian Nights (*Mah- 
moud—Facts of Life), Captain Cook (Native 
Dancer—Kitchen Maid), Good Move (Native 
Dancer—Next Move), Wont Dance (Native 
Dancer—Not That), Sticky Wicket (*Our 
Babu—Now and Again), Another Day (Loser 
Weeper — Now What), Fun and Games 
(Native Dancer—Plucky Maid), Blindfold Test 
(Discovery — Puff of Smoke), Ring Around 
(Native Dancer — Red Letter Day), Jump 
(Native Dancer — Roman Candle), Waddle 
(Native Dancer—Sitting Duck) and Private 
Line (Count Fleet—Sweet Talk). 

Two days after Table Hopper started tongues 
wagging in his second start, Good Move, a 
daughter of the crack racemare, Next Move, 
graduated in her first start, winning by two 
lengths in front-running style without being 
put to pressure. 

Others in the group, (notably Waddle, third 
to Apatontheback in the Fashion Stakes), ap¬ 
pear as though they’ll hold up their end of the 
bargain as well.

Of the older Vanderbilt horses, Find is the 
senior member in point of service. Still win¬ 
ning at ten years of age, Find is in California 
under Bill Winfrey’s wing. The old Discovery 
gelding, from the same crop that produced 
Native Dancer and Social Outcast, won a mile 
race at Hollywood Park in 1:35. 

Winfrey also is getting good mileage out of 
Blank Check, a three-year-old son of * Royal 
Charger which had racked up three straight 
wins at last glance. 

Among the older horses in the Eastern divi¬ 
sion of the stable, Trainer George Poole has 
saddled the * Mahmoud colt, Idolater, to win 
the Chesapeake Stakes and Maryland Derby, 
among other races. 

GROWING UP: In May, 1959, Mrs. Henry 
Obre’s big bay gelding, Hustle, won the Bel¬ 
mont National Spring Maiden Hurdle Stakes, 
a sort of finishing school for young jumpers 
about to enter post graduate work in steeple¬ 
chasing. Mrs. Obre, of Andor Farm, Monkton, 
got another progress report on the five-year- 
old son of * Daumier—Morning, by American 
Flag, on June 9, when he won the Belmont 
Spring Steeplechase. 

The big fellow, though a bit clumsy over his 
jumps at times, is learning the ropes nicely. 

The $12,500-added Belmont race at 'about 
21/g miles” was Hustle’s third start of his I960 
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campaign. He had opened his five-year-old 
season by finishing second to Lionhearted under 
the handling of the owner’s son, Michael Wet- 
tach, at Malvern on May 14. Two weeks later, 
this time with James Murphy in the saddle, he 
fell over the seventh hedge in a prep for his 
stakes engagement. Learning the hard way, 
Hustle was in close attendance throughout, 
and, after safely negotiating the last of the 12 
jumps, set out to overtake the pace-setting 
Amateur. He got up to win by a head. Time 
over a firm course was 3:57, two-fifths slower 
than the record set by Amateur in the race in 
which Hustle had fallen a week earlier. 

The Belmont Spring Steeplechase was the 
51st start of the Nydrie Stud-bred gelding’s 
career and his eleventh win. In addition, he 
has been second 8 times in three and a frac¬ 
tion campaigns, and third an equal number of 
times. Hustle’s earnings now total $49,248. 

Former steeplechase jockey Kenny Field 
trains Mrs. Obre’s horses. 

TIMONIUM: PROGRESS REPORT: In the 
ten years since the late William F. Schluderberg 
rallied public-spirited citizens into floating a 
bond issue to purchase Timonium Racetrack 
from the Maryland Jockey Club and thus pre¬ 
vent its sale to the Black & Decker Company, 
the York Road plant has made tremendous 
strides. Among the physical improvements ac¬ 
complished in the ’50’s were the erection of a 
new $1,250,000 steel-and-concrete grandstand 
seating 4,000, new secretary’s office, jockeys’ 
quarters, paddock, walking ring, seven-furlong 
chute, installation of film patrol equipment, the 
addition of ten acres’ parking space, general 
rehabilitation of the racing strip and resurfac¬ 
ing of the parking lots and roadways. 

Latest in the long line of Timonium improve¬ 
ments include the construction of four new 
42-stall concrete-block barns on the southeast 
corner of the track’s grounds. The addition of 
the 168 new stalls will permit the track to 
accommodate 450 horses during the summer 
race meeting. 

As nearly fireproof as possible for such 
structures, the new barns will have aluminum 
roofs, 12-foot walks, be serviced by macadam¬ 
ized roadways, electrical lighting and Vogel 
hydrants. Each of the 168 stalls measures 11 x 
10 feet. All outside corners of the barns are 
rounded to prevent injury to the horses quar¬ 
tered therein. Construction is scheduled for 
completion by August 1. 

One of the main reasons for the additional 
stalls, says General Manager John M. Heil, is 
to provide accommodations for Maryland 
breeders who wish to avail themselves of 
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The races start this year at Timonium on August 13 and will run until September 10. The first 12 
days will be Cumberland's meeting. It will be the longest period of racing ever at Timonium. 


Timonium’s facilities for breaking and train¬ 
ing of yearlings. Heil plans to keep Timonium 
open for training the year around. About 200 
horses wintered at the half-mile oval during 
the early months of this year. 

Also scheduled for renovation are the six 
existing horse barns. Each is to be reroofed and 
a new clay flooring is to be tamped in every 
stall. Stalls are to be opened for occupancy 
July 15. 

Still another very important improvement 
phase concerns the complete resurfacing of the 
racing strip by the Harry T. Campbell Sons’ 
Corporation. This work is now in progress. 

This year Timonium is to be the scene of 24 
days of racing, since the track has "taken in” 
Cumberland during its emergency. The 12-day 
Cumberland meeting will open August 13. The 


following Tuesday will be dark to enable the 
scheduling of five Saturdays, and a Labor Day 
program. Purse distribution for the 24-day 
meeting will total $265,000, the purses ranging 
from $1,000 to $5,000. 

Every year since 1951 the Timonium opera¬ 
tion has been a financial success. This year 
promises to be the greatest of them all. Heil 
will be "tickled to death” if the daily mutuels 
handle averages $350000. Cumberland, un¬ 
able to race at home until certain physical im¬ 
provements are made to its plant, will operate 
at Timonium on a percentage basis. 

While the proceeds from the race meeting 
finance the complete Timonium operation, the 
fair itself has the greatest appeal to the masses. 
Last year it was rated as one of the six largest 
agricultural fairs in the United States. Aside 
from the attractions of the agricultural exhibits 
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and midway, an ice show (the Ice Coquettes) 
will be brought in from New York to enter¬ 
tain during the evening programs from Sep¬ 
tember 4-10. Other highlights of the enter¬ 
tainment program, all free, include the Farm 
Queen contest, The Collegians, barn dance for 
4-H youngsters, lightweight and heavyweight 
pulling teams, etc. 

All of the parking lots, which accommodate 
10,000 cars, are being resurfaced, and, down 
in the agricultural area of the 100-acre property, 
the four cattle barns are being painted and 
reroofed. The poultry building is being re¬ 
modeled and 80 new pens, to house 240 swine, 
are being built. Shower and toilet facilities are 
being installed in the livestock building for 
the use of herdsmen. 

The Maryland State Fair and Agricultural 
Society, Inc., as the fair is properly known, is 
a non-profit organization. Founded in 1878, 
the I960 fair will be the 79th in the history of 
the organization. None of the 610 stockholders 
has ever received a dividend. Officers and direc¬ 
tors serve without recompense, with the excep¬ 
tion of Heil, who, as a vice-president and gen¬ 
eral manager, is in daily attendance. 

President of the Maryland State Fair is the 
Honorable Daniel B. Brewster, congressman 
from the Second Congressional District. Rich¬ 
ard C. Riggs, of Owings Mills, is a vice-presi¬ 
dent, along with Heil. Webster Bosley is treas¬ 
urer; Richard Emory, secretary.

Yes You Will’s disappointing showing in 
the Metropolitan Handicap (won by Bald 
Eagle) was traced to an infection. While watch¬ 
ing the colt walk under the shed, Trainer Billy 
Hoy, who used to gallop the pride of Timonium, 
noticed a swelling on the point of Yes You 
Will’s left hip. Subsequent investigation re¬ 
vealed the infection responsible for the colt’s 
loss of weight. Lanced and drained, the infec¬ 
tion cleared up quickly and Yes You Will is 
now back in light training. 

Though his first horse was Ahara, it was The 
Ally that brought Yancey Christmas to the fore 
as a trainer many years ago. He picked up The 
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Ally for $40 cash and $20 on the cuff at 
Timonium. He subsequently won some 30 
races with the animal whose knees were the 
size of High’s milk jugs. 

Dealing in bargain basements, Christmas 
bought Appellate for $250 and won 12 races in 
a year’s time with his purchase. Two of his best 
were Rough Pass, purchased for $275, and 
Rough Time, both of whose parents were 
obtained for the same figure. Rough Pass ran 
second to Bimelech in the Pimlico Futurity 
during his first year at the races. Rough Time 
won the Capitol twice, the Rome, Common¬ 
wealth and capped his performances with a 
rapid run in the Fall Highweight. Yancey’s 
been around. 

Every one of the starters bred by Binna Farm 
(Snowden Carter and Louis Pascal) since the 
partnership was formed in 1955, has won. 
Lisa’s Gem, a good allowance class three-year- 
old bred by Binna Farm, is the first foal of Little 
Lisa. The same establishment bred Kingly Gem, 
a 12-length winner at Aqueduct this spring. 
The Draker, an unraced two-year-old named for 
a Baltimore disk jockey, and a blue ribbon win¬ 
ner at the Pimlico Yearling Show last year, is 
training forwardly and may be the best of the 
lot. 

Irvin David, Middle River druggist, has re¬ 
fused a $65,000 offer for his good filly Chalve- 
dele, second to Berio in the Mother Goose 
Stakes recently. . . . Cavan and Celtic Ash, two 
of the last three Belmont Stakes winners, were 
developed at Laurel.

As MONTHS GO, June was not a bad one. 

It would have been a wonderful February 
—phenomenal, in fact. It would have been an 
excellent March, a satisfactory April and a pass¬ 
ing fair May. As a June, though, it was defi¬ 
nitely a factory second, compared with some 
of the fine Junes they used to turn out in the 
days of James Russell Lowell (born 1819, died 
1891). June I960 blundered along until the 
25th before it gave us a day so rare as a day in. 

In the hustle and bustle of getting out last 
month’s magazine, I neglected to note a rather 
important incident: I managed to get my last 
nephew married off on a day that did not con¬ 
flict with a race I planned to attend. 

I missed Bold Ruler’s Trenton Handicap be¬ 
cause one son of a sister-in-law was too im¬ 
patient to wait a week, and I was unable to 
attend Turn-to’s Garden State because another 
member of the generation after mine had 
bought plane tickets for two to the Virgin 
Islands and wished to take his wife along. Up 
until the day before the date on the tickets 
he didn’t have a wife. I’ll say this for him, 
though, he did have a terrific prospect. This 
carelessness of planning left him with the al¬ 
ternatives of getting married on Garden State 
Day or canceling the trip. 

After that, I announced that I would not 
recognize any weddings of nephews on im¬ 
portant stakes days, except by court order. 

A little trouble developed when this last kid 
decided to take the plunge into spiritual incar¬ 
ceration—he fixed upon May 21 as the date for 
consigning his bachelorhood to the gas chamber. 

Now, as every properly brought up Maryland 
child knew as early as the 15th of February, 
that was the date upon which Pimlico planned 
to run the Preakness. 

I immediately got in touch with the track 
and received no cooperation at all—they 
wouldn’t move the race to the 28th.

Figures on Riders 

A comparative handful of jockeys has domi¬ 
nated the race-riding scene for the past decade. 
Of more than 1,600 riders who have been listed 
in the American Racing Manual, only 41 have 
appealed among the top ten in each of the past 
ten years and only 22 of these has made more 
than one appearance on the upper strata of the 
roster of winning riders. 

The virtuosity of the few is even more notice¬ 
able on the list of leading money-winning 
riders; the top ten each year for the past decade 
has come from a total of 31 jockeys and only 
19 have made multiple appearances on the top 
of the list, according to figures compiled by 
TRA. 

Dominant among riders in the matter of 
races won in the 1950’s is Bill Shoemaker who 
has topped the list five times, finished second 
four times and third once. Shoemaker started 
riding in 1949 and at the end of his initial sea¬ 
son was second to Gordon Glisson.

Cumberland Meeting Transferred 
(Officially) 

An expected announcement came from the 
Maryland Racing Commission on June 23 re¬ 
garding the transfer of the Cumberland race 
meeting to Timonium. 

Chairman R. Bruce Livie stated in his an¬ 
nouncement, ’The Cumberland Fair Association 
has requested permission to transfer the days 
originally assigned it for use at Cumberland to 
the Timonium, Maryland, Fair Grounds. 

’The Racing Commission does not look with 
favor upon such transfers. However, in order to 
protect the State revenue involved, the Commis¬ 
sion will permit the Cumberland track to trans¬ 
fer its days this year and will request Timonium 
to make their plant available these days. 

’’The permission being given the owners of 
the Cumberland track to transfer the days to 
Timonium in I960 is a temporary expedient to 
protect State revenues. 

’’The Cumberland Fair Association will have 
to make a much more sincere effort to attract 
horses and to operate their track in the im¬ 
mediate future. Otherwise, changes of a perma¬ 
nent nature will have to be recommended by the 
Commission.'* 

The original dates, as allotted the five Mary- 
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land minor tracks by the commission, called for 
the Cumberland meeting to open August 15 and 
run for two six-day weeks. The new schedule 
calls for opening on August 13, with August 16 
dark, and closing on September 10. 

The Bel Air, Hagerstown and Marlboro meet¬ 
ings—each 12 days—follow in that order.
